A man charged with forcibly sodo- 
mizing two boys in June has been 
added :o the list of Richmond's most- 
wanted oeoole. 

William Henry "Billy" Hail, 
whose last known 
address was 2916 
Chatham Drive, 
-was added :o the 
list yesterday. 
Hail brings *to 
eight :he number 
of people on the 
most-wanted lis:. 

Juvenile Divi- 
sion Sgt. Philip 
Mangano said 
Hail had been liv- 
ing in a :ent in a 
wooded area in the 1300 block South- 
lawn Ave. 

He allegedly lured two children, 
ages 7 and 3, :o his rent between June 
Id and June -4 by offering :hem can- 
dy. The boys said a man showed them 
his tent and a gun and then sodomized 
them. 

The children told their parents, and 
the parents went looking for the man 
on June 30. They chased aim through 
the woods in the Oak Grove ^rea of 
South Richmond but did not catch 
him. 

Sgt. Mangano said Hail has been 
sighted in the city since then. 

Hail is described as 5 feet 4 inches 
tail, weighing 150 pounds with blue 
eyes, brown hair and a fair complex- 
ion. He has a tattoo of a snake on one 
shoulder.

Man on wanted list surrenders to police 



A 23-year-oid man who was 
charged with forcibly sodomizing two 
boys in June, and who was added to 
:he list of Richmond's most-wanted 
people on Wednesday, turned himself 
in to police last night. 

Poiice arrested William Henry 
Hail, whose last known address was 
in the 3900 block S. Chatham Drive, 
about 3:40. He was being held in the 
c:ty locxup in lieu of 510.000 bond 
sending an appearance today in Rich- 
mond Juvenile and Domestic Rela- 
tions District Court. 

Hail :s accused of sodomizing the 



children. 7 and 3 years old, during 
June.. Poiice said at the time that a 
man had lured" the children to a tent 
where he was living in a wooded area 
in the 1300 block Southlawn Ave. by 
offering them candy. He then alleged- 
ly showed them a gun and sodomized 
them. 

Detective Sgt. O.T. Clark said. "The 
heat was on. What with his picture in 
the paper and everything, he turned 
himself in." 

With Hail's arrest, the number o: 
people on the city's Top 10 list is 
seven.
